„ee cients moſt admired, excell'd 
SS 9: their Temples, and Capitols, and 
SE -o they kept them both holy, be- 
cauſe in the one they exerciſed their Re- 
ligion, and in the other they maintain'd 
their Laws, for which reaſun they built 
them on large plains, and high places, 

and uſed all the art to make them look 
beautiful and glorious. The ambition to 
ſuch buildings continu's ſtill in moſt C1- 
ties, ſtriving to excell one an other with 
an ornamental Cityhouſe. 

This Town excelling all the Neighbou- 
ring Cities, beareth the praiſe of having 
the moſt fineſt and magnificent Capitol in 
Europe, where in the art of many brave

Maſters ſo glorious ſhineforth, that nei- 
3": ther Italy nor France can excell them F 
This building ſtand's in the great mark't 
call'd the Dam. This plain has alſo the 
prospect of the new Church and the firſt 
city Weighhouſe. 
It will not be improper to give ſome 
account of the old building, before we 
begin with the new, which was placed 
here for the ſame uſe, for to ſhew to 
the Spectator howmuch this preſent ex- 
cell's the former. 
For which reaſon here is added the 
prints of both, the old being a draught 
of that which hangs in the Burgomaſter?s 
chamber, and the new, ſo as it is now.

| The front and Judgement Hall were of 
white ſtones, and in the front were three 
Jarge foursquare windows. ] 
It was covered with a ſlanting ridge 
of litle regard. | ( 
On one fide was a foursquare ſtone 
Steeple, which ſpire reached high, but 
being very old and decay'd leaned ſo- { 
| much 
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much to one ſide that it was in danger of 
falling, tho by a ſingular art it was ſer 
ſtrait again in thee days anno 1601. 

Vet ſoon after the upper works begun 
to decay, inſomuch that it look'd to be 
dangerous, for which reaſon the Spire, 
and the Clocks were tookdown in the 
Jear 1615, leaving the ſtump a litle abo- 
ve the roof of the Cityhouſe, wherein 
the great Clock was placed. 

Within were ſeveral oldfashion'd Rooms 
and two great Halls, in that on the right 
was to be ſeen what year and day the 
ſeditious Anabaptiſts had ſeazed the Ci- 
tyhouſe: in that on the left, being a litle 
higher, the proclamations were read 
out of the windows, the other rooms we- 
re divided for the ſervices appartaining 


to ſuch a houſe, as the Schepens cham- 


ber, Threaſury, Secretary office, Or- 
phan's chamber, and others. 

The Judgement Hall was furronnded 
with Iron Trellis, on which 'corniſh ſtood 
divers effigies of the ancient Earls of Hol- 
land, amongſt theſe were William the 
ſixth, Lady Facoba , Philips call'd the 
Good, and his Lady. 

Theſe were ſaved out of the fire, and 
now to be ſeen in the Treaſury cham-

The time of the firſt erecting of this 
building is uncertain, by old writings 
it appears that it was in being before the 
year 140, for the Judgement Hall has 
been newbuild and added to it in th» year 
1418, ſome mention one hundred or more, 
before, but it is uncertain, tho it is true that 


this building was very ſutable to the Ci- 


ty at that time being both of litle eſteem, 
but with inlarging the City this houſe was 
made bigger as mentioned before, aud 
many years after the St. Eliſabeth Hoſpi- 
tal was added to it for conveniency of 
more rooms. | 

The ſtreet next the Cityhouſe was call'd 
the Gaſthouſe ſteeg, or Hoſpical lane, 
in Engliſh, which has that name ſtil. 

1 his building took fire in the year 1652. 
the 7 . of July between ſaturday and ſun- 
day at two in the morning, by what ac» 
cident is unknown, the flame was ſo ve- 
hement that every thing was conſumed 
except a piece of brikwork of the Stee- 

ie, 
K When this accident happen'd they had 
been building four years the newhoufe, 
and had took down a part of the old to 
make more room. 

The Magiſtrate was obliged to fix an 
other place of meeting, which was at firſt 
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F AMSTERDAM. 7 


in the Prince, a publik houſe behind the 
weighhouſe for trials on life and death, 
and the Scaffold was erected before the 
Weighhouſe. 

The bank of Exchange was removed to 
John Roonpoortstoorn (. a ſteeple call'd 
ſo.) where the money was ſecured in ar- 
ched cellars, and the upperrooms were 
for the- Bookkeepers, and Cal hiers. 

This was the end of the old building, 
and if the Story of the young Fenix ri- 
ſing from the dead, who out of the 
aſhes of the old one appears more beau- 
tifull, the application can be nowhere 
better fix'd then to this glorious. edifice, 
of which we leave the Spettator to 
Judge. 

After the Magiſtrates had reſolved to 
erect a new building in the ſame place, 
they choſe from amongſt the beſt Ar- 
Chitefts that brought in their draughts 
and moddels, Jacob van Kampen, who 
was made chief maſter of this work. 

At a general meeting were chiyſen 
Commiſſioners, Vitz : Mr. Cornelis de Graaf , 
Anthony Oetgens van Waveren, Joan. Hui- 
dekooper , and Joan Cornelis Geelvink, to 
have the in ſpection there of with the above 
named Architect. | |

quitted them ſelves ſo laudable in all what 
belongs to conveniency, art and orna- 
ment, that, one cannot behold this buil- 
ding without reverence to their names, 
and to allow them that honour which they 
have merited by ſhewing their Judgement 
in it. 13659 piles were drove into the 
ground to build this houſe upon, which 
begun the 20th. of January 1648. and fi- 
niſh'd the Gh. of October following. 

The firſt ſtone was laid the 22d. day 
after the laſt pile was drove in. The Bur- 
gomaſters for that year were Mr. Wouter 
Valtenier, Doctor Gerard Schaap, Cerbrand 
Claasz. Pankras , and Cornelis de Graaf, 

The firſt ſtone being of white marble, 
was laid at the ſouth corner over againſt 
the Calverſtreet, with the following 
inſcripiion. |

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This work went on ſo quik, that the 
Mag:ſtrates withgreat ſolemnity took poſ- 
ſeſſion of their new Cityhouſe in the year 
1655. on the 239, of April not withſtan- 
ding the building was quite open at the 
top, without roof, Steeple &c. 

To view this building in good order, 
we {hall firſt take notice cf the outfide, 
as Fronts , Heights, Breadths, and Dephis, 
and then of the inſide, and then give an 
account of what this whole building con- 
taineth. 

The Architecture which is ſo much 
transparent in this wol k, is collected from 
the five choiceſt orders of building Viz: 
the Corinthian, Fonick, Roman & c. which 
all make a fine ſhew in abundance with 
their own remarkable ornaments, being 
thus work'd and link'd to gether with 
hanging ſeſtoons, fruit, and carvedwork, 
each afrer it's own nature, fine and 
beautifully trimm'd, inſomuch that there 
is no diſorder in the whole building, 
nor a vacant ſpace to be ſeen. 

The pedeſtals, lights, galleries, cham- 
bers, and ſtairs are fixed over againſt one 
an other ſo nice, with ſomuch art, 
and ornament, that one finds nothing 
above nor below, but what answers the 
exact rule, and whereby this building has

obtained a fame throughout the whole 
worid. 

This building 1s three ſtories high and 
all arch'd, beſides the lowermoſt ground 
wherein the Bank of Exchange 1s placed, 
and the Treaſure is kept, and at the 
other {ide under ground the priſons for ma- 
lefactors on life and death and ſome Vaults 
for the uſe of the priſonkeeper &c. 

lhe lowelt of theſe 3 ſtories is 12 foot 
high, the ſecond 36 and the third the 
ſame ail within the works, and the cham- 
bers are of the ſame highth 

The foundation 1s laid all round with 
brikwork 7 ſoot high, and fixed on the 
top of the piles. 

The remaining outworks are made quite 
up to the corniſh of white Bremer and 
Eentmer ſtones, of which many hundreds 
have been made uſe of. 

The breadth cf this building is 282 
foot, and the depth from the fore and 
aſterfront 235 including the Jambs or pa- 
vilions which ſtand out 17 foot each. 

The highth is 116 foot with the roof, 
and the Cupolo is from the pedeſtal where 
the pillars reſt upon 41 foot higher. 
Each corner of the building is beautified 
with a pavilion of 42 foot agus” 4 

OO 
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foot beyond the plainwork, and between 
them are inward ſpaces. * 

' The north ſide between theſe pavilions 
1s ſet out with a large and beautiful front 
(89. foot broad ) 17 foot beyond the plain. 
work, the afterfront is exact the ſame ex- 

cept the entry. 

The ſidefronts to the ſouth and north, 
which are in allthings equal, have like- 
wiſe their pavilions andare 79 foot broad, 
At each front fore and after are two in- 
wardſpaces as if it was the ſame work, 
theſe ſpaces are equal with the afterfront, 
each 54 foot broad, the two ſide front 
inward ſpaces are both alike and above 19 
foot broad, this variety of work add's 
great ornaments to this building. The 
loweſt pedeſtal which run's round this 
houſe is ful 18 foot high with long ſquare 
windows, which give light to all the 
lowerrooms, ſecured with iron bars. 

On each corner of it are three great 
lanterns, before and at the ſide, and in 
the inward ſpaces before and after in each 
five and two in each of the ſides, and fix 
more in each outſet ſide front | 

In the fore front are nine ſemicircle 
arches four ſtepshigh from the ſtreet for 
entries, ſeven of them on a row and 
one of each ſide fill'd with ironbars, -

The bakfront has alſo ſeven openings, 
the midle is the entry door, the reſt for 
lights. 

Above the corniſh of this pedeſtal are

All the chimneys (.being 18.) are of an 
equal highth cornish'd and garnish'd. 

In the North and South corner is a lar- 
ge leaden Ciſtern with ſome hundred 
tuns of water from the Roofs, in caſe 
of fire, and in the armour chamber are 
the fire engines. 

The imagery in the roof of the fore 
and backfront is very fine of white mar. 
ble 82 foot long and 1g high. 

AMSTERDAM 1s repreſented in the fore 
front by a ſtately Woman in a ſtrange 
dreſs, her head is cover'd with a 
crown, a gift of Emperour Maximilian, 
holding in her left arm the arms with 
three croſſes, on her knee and in the 
right arm an olivebranch repreſenting 
Peace, 


On each ſide preſent the Sea Goddes's 


laurels and palms, 

At her Sear are two watchful Lions, 
whilſt divers Tritons, Sea Gods and God-— 
des's on Sea horſes blow her fame through. 
out the Seas: the God Neptune accom» 
panies her on a ſeeashell'd chariot, 
drawn by two ſea Unicorns with his 
uſual token in his hand: Tiitons and divers 
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ſea monſters are ſwimming downwards 
to give notice to others of this gran- 
dure. 

On the corniſh of this roof are three 
large braſs images each 12 foot high, on the 
top of this ſtands the image Peace with 
a palmbranch in the right hand and the 
TY ſerpentrod of Mercury in the left, and

Behind the forefront roof is er=&ted a 
foursquare pedeſtal 39 foot broad and deep 
with a very handſome round tower on it, 
ſupported by 8 half Corinthian pillars, be- 
tween this pedeſtal and the headpicces are 
fine ſeſtoons, and the columns are co— 
ver'd on each fide with plaſters, and made 
with arches into ſmall gates. T his piece 
of work is 41 foot high from the cor- 
niſh to the pedeſtal], it is cover'd with a 
Cupolo of 17 foot high, and above that 
is a transparent Lantern 8 foot high, on 
which point is fixed a Weather cock, 
being an old faf hion'd Ship, ſignifying the 
old city coat of arms. Somuch for the 
outſide, and ſince the inſide work richl 
answer's the ſame, we ſhall give here a 
large deſcription thereof. 
his building has in the middle pavi- 
lion ſeven arch'd doors to enter into the 
porch which is 12 foot high, 80 long and 
10 broad. Behind this is the fine mar- 
ble Judgement Hall full go foot broad, 
19 long and as high as two ſtories. 
On each ſide of this Hall is a large 
orch leading to the ſtairs to the ſecond 
oor, galleries and ou. 5 
PETS 
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In the middle pavilion of the backfront 
oppoſite the forefront is a large arch'd 


porch 42 foot long and 32 broad, ſup- 


ported by fix four-ſquare columns, on 
each fide of it is a large room both as 
broad with the porch, as the Judgement 
Hall, and part of that porch round it, but 
no part of the gallery before the Judge- 
ment Hall and ſtairs, 

The two rooms in the north part are 
for the priſonkeeper, one is 32 foot long 
and the other 13, and them in the ſouth part 
for the Strainer or Conchergy are of the 
ſame length coming out of theſe front 
and back porches, it leads one into a gal- 
lery which ſurround's moſt all the cham- 
bers on this floor. 

The gallery from eaſt to ſouth is 220 
foot long and in the moſt part 20 broad. 

Between the North and Eaſt ſide is an 
open Court with divers cellars on both 
ſides for priſoners upon life and death. 

In the ſouth part is the bank of exchange 
and ſtairs on both ſides leading to the 
ſecond ſtory. Under the weſt gallery 
are alſo priſons and in the north part 


are two rooms belonging to the Torture 


chamber with a paſlage to the priſon pla- 
ces, with a porch to the priſon keepers 
apartement, The two rooms belonging 

| to 
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to the torture chamber, between the paſ- 
ſage of the priſons and that chamber are 
21 foot broad each and 12 deep. 

The forehouſe cf the priſon keeper and 
the back gallery is full 20 fout broad and 
as deep as the gallery which goes round it. 

'The remaining part of the weſtſide gal- 
lery to the ſuuth is 80 foot long, and the 
ſouth ſide from the caſt to the weſt 102 
foot The nort fide of this gallery which 
leads to the Priſons for debtors and under 
which are priſons too, (b«fſides ſix com- 
mon pritons of 10 foot cach and a paſſage 
of ſeven foot has the ſame length as the 
ſouthſide , this hinder's the going allround 
the gallery. 

Two open courts 7 foot long each and 
42 broad each give light to theſe galleries, 
between them is a large room 56 foot 
broad and as long as the courts, ſerving 
for ſeveral uſes, as for an Armour place, 
wherein are divers pedereros in caſe of 
tumult to defend the Dam, and City hous 
ſe: on the North part of it are {ix com- 
mon priſons , an a large turf place &c. 
between this room and the north place is 
a paſſage of 8 foot and 10 inches broad, 
on the other ſide to the ſouth place is 
ſuch an other, but that is ſhutup, therein 
B 2 are 
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are common priſons, and call'd the beg- 
ger's paſſage 

The chambers next to the walls of this 
houſe , which have: their paſſage into 


theſe galleries are the following. 


To the ſouth of the Judgement Hall 
in the ſpaces of the forefront are two 


| chambers, each 21 foot broad and thirty 


long which belong to the bookkeepers of 
the bank. 

Next to them are two rooms each 10 
foot broad and 30 long. The 2 firſt in 
the gallery belong alſo to them and the 
room next the ſtreet belong's to the Di- 
rectors of the bank. The chambers in the 
north ſpaces of this front are of the ſame 
bigneſs, in the firſt the Meſſingers have 
their office in the daytime, and in the 
night the Officers of the City trainbands, 
and in the backroom the common citi- 
zens. 

In a ſpace on the ſouth ſide of the back 
front oppoſite to the ſouth fore front is 
ſuch an other room, and divers chambers 
belonging to the Conchergies apartement, 
the largeſt is in the middle, and has the 
light from out of the ſtreet, and is 21 foot 
long and 3; broad. On the north and 
ſouth ſide of this chamber is a room 14 


foot 
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foot long and as broad as the chambers of 
the bookkeepers of the bank, and next 
to that of the ſtairs to the ſecond ſtory, 
The ſpaces of the north ſide front is like 
that of the ſouthſide 

T he torture chamber in this place is of 
the. ſame bigneſs as the large chamber 
of the Conchergy and two more which 
belong to the priſon keeper 9 foo! each, 
behind the ſecond are ſtairs for the kee- 
per to go to ſchepens chamber, 

In the ſpace of the ſouth eaſt pavillion 
are three rooms belonging to the bank as 
mention'd before, that of the northeaſt 
paviilion is after the ſume manner, ſo as 
the ſouthweſt is equal with the north- 
weſt pavillion, the firſt being for uſe of 
the Conchergy , and the other for the 
priſon keeper. 

In the ſpace of the ſouth front eaſtward 
next to the Directors chamber are ſtairs 
up and downwards to the cellars of the 
bank, In the north fide front eaſtward 


and in the ſouth fide front weſtward near 
the Conchergies apartment are the like, 
over againſt this to the north are ſtairs 
to the lower moſt priſons. 

Next to the ſtairs near the bank in 
the middle pavillion on the ſouthſide 
B 3 front 
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front are three rooms, the firſt and 
middle are fr the Cathiers of the Bank, 
and the latter for the aſſayers, the firſt 
and laſt are near thiiteen foot broad, 
the midd e fuurty ſeven, and all of them 
thirty fot ceep. 

The place in the middle pavillion on 
the northſide front is divided into four 
priſons for debt: rs, and a paſſage to the 
ſamc of ſeven foot, the two middlemoſt 
are each twenty three foot broad, and 
the o her bu ten font each. 

Thus is the form ef the firſt floor, 
being a' the apar ments plac'd over one 
an o her, and on the fide of one an 
other in ſuch regular way, that not the 
leaſt fault can be four'd 

After this manner the ſecord floor is 
divided , ho before we give a deſcri- 
prion of it, we { hal: give to the ſpeEtator an 
account of the ornaments of the Judges

relating to Judgement and Juſtice, 1n the 
middle ſitt's king SALOMON on his 
Jodges ſeat, deciding the famous obfcure 
diſpute between the-two contentious har- 
lots about the living child. On the ſouth 
fide Zalecus the lawgiver of the LO- 
CRIANS a city in the lowerpart of Italy, 
who ſuffer'd him ſeif to have one Eye | 
put out, to fave one of his ſon's Eyes, 
who according to law had forfeited them | 
both, which law was that an Adulterer | 
catch'd in the fact ſhould loſe both eyes, þ 
which puniſhment his ſon had deſerv'd 
nevertheleſs the citizens pleading hard 
for him for his father's dignity fake , he 
would 
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would have the law fulfill'd, for which 
reaſon he order'd that one of his own and 
one of his ſon's eyes ſhould be put out, 
which was done accordingly. 

In the other to the north. JUNIUS 
BRUTUS cauſ'd his two ſons to be ſe- 
verely whipt and beheaded for having 
conſpir'd wich the faction of the TAR- 
QUINS to reſtore thoſe tyrannical Op- 

reſſors of the Roman liberty, whom 

RUTUS their father had expel'd but 
afew days before. Above it on a four- 
ſquare pedeſtal, Romulus and Remus ſue- 
king a ſhe-wo f, and a litle higher, Jupiter 
looking at the performance of the execu- 
tion 

Above Salomon's ſeat, the head of the 
one-eyed Meduza, which adorns the 


ſhield of Pallas. 


Above that of Zalecus the head of Eu- 
rials ſiſter, and above Brutus's Euyo, 
which ſhew freightful faces, nam'd by 
the Poets, Gorgons, being emblems. 

Oppoſite theſe ſpaces are openings with 
braſs rails of the ſame bigneſs for lights. 
Theſe rails are {lung with ſerpents, and 
the hat of Mercury. | 

Between theſe ſtories, and the women, 
are two ſmaller ſpaces with carv'd work 
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and branches, in one the old, and in the 
other the new City arms. 

Right over theſe ſpaces between the 
Jonic pillars are two other pannels, in the 
one Juſtice and the other Prudence, a 
little leſs than life, couriouſly done in 
marble. | | 

In 8 ſpaces over one an other, was 
plac'd in the year 1658 the arms of 8 
Burgomaſters, there generally being 12, 
but it was remarkable that four of them 


died that year, for which reaſon the 


Arms of thoſe who remain'd were plac'd 
in memory of it. In the north under an 
arch is a white marble ſeat, a place for 
the Secretary to read to the malefactors 
the ſentence of death, On the fore part 
in a marble ſlone is carv'd ſilence, re- 
preſented by a woman with her finger on 
her lips and death's head at her feet, and 
of a diſtance a gooſe inthe flight, on the 
corniſh of this ſeat are weeping children 
over death's head, | 

On each ſide of this ſeat are two ſer- 
pents twiſted round a tree with an apple 
in their mouth, meaning the fall of man, 
and oppoſite this at both ſides of the door 
15 the like. | 

Above this feat ſtands on a black mar- 


ble pedeſtal; Aus TERDAu, repreſented 
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by a fair Virgin, in her right arm the 
rod of Mercury and embracing the new 
arm of Amſterdam. 

{ bove her head, on the Emperial 
crown , an eagle with ſtrech'd wings as 
if in her defence, and on each fide of 
her a watching Lion. On each ſide of 
the pedeſtal appear two fea Gods , Neptun 
and Glaucus, repreſenting the rivers I'Y 
and Amſte! abounding with fiſh adorn'd 
with flouriſhes, done like painting. A 
litle higher the Arms ef the four Burgo- 
maſters in whole reign the firſt ſtone 
was aid and fixt to beautiful f-ſtoons, 

On the peieſtal is the followirg in- 
ſcription , ſurable to the laying cf the 


firſt ſtone of this houſe.

Above in the ſouth end of the Hall oppo- 
ſite to this Vergin is a folding door in the 
Bur- 
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Burgomaſters chamber to ſee Sentence of death 
given by Schepens on the criminals, 

Below this work and the reſt of the 
ornaments of this building is made by the 
famous ſtatuary Artus Quellinus f An- 
twerp, who has gain'd an everlaſting fame 
by his management, ingenious Contri- 
vances, repreſentations , and additional 
ornaments for the uſe of this houſe. 

Some verſes are made on this 1rizunal 
and its Niiniſtry, of which the copy is 
fixt in Schepens chamber, the ſiguifica- 
tion of them are as follows,

| Behind this Hall is a double pair of ſtairs 
leading to the ſecond ſtory to the Burger 
Hall, which n-w cicling makes a fine 
ſhew being lateiy painted, it has a great 
braſs folding gate 10 lock, on each fide 
an opening with thick braſs rails in the 
form ef two croſs anchors inzenicusly 
wrought. Never was a fincr pre ſp-& ſeen 
in any building than he ſpectator behold's 
at the entring of this Hall 
He ſees nothing but rarities , magnifi- 
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cence in art and regulation cxcelling. 
To view this Hall in right order 
with the galleries and chambers, we 
ſhall take the following method, 
Firſt the Hall with the porch at the 
going up and before the Schepens cham- 


ber, the fine paintings in the Cieling, 


and the curious pieces of art in the 


| floor; the four large half arches in the 


paſſage of the galleries with their artifi- 


| cial images, than to view the chambers , 
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and to give a deſcription of the images 
and pictures, not forgetting what is to be 
obſerv'd in the upperſtories. 

The plain of this Hall is hundred and 


twenty foot long, about fifty ſeven broad 


and little leſs than hundred high. 

On each ſide of it is an open court 
with many windows, and a gallery all 
round them of 21 foot wide, wherein 
all the chambers and ſtaircaſes on this 
floor have their entrance and from whence 
it receives the light in abundance, 

Over the entry of this Hall is a curious 
front piece, and ſuch an other over the 
entry of the Schepens chamber of the 
Corinthian order, red and white mar- 
ble of about 13 foot highth. 

Above the gate of the Hall is AusrER- 


Dau, res by a modeſt Virgin, 


ſitting 
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ſitting on an elevated ſeat, with a palm- 
branch in the right and an Olive branch 
in her left hand, her head is cover'd 
with a mural crown, above it an Eagle 
that hold's the imperial, crown. 

On each ſide of her a Lion, adorn'd 
with Wisdom, ſtrength and valour, as 
being her uſual badges, behind her the 
four Elements, repreſented by four pret - 
ty children whio fly towards her. 

Above the door of Schepens chamber 
ſit's Juſtice more then at common length, 
with a ſword in the right and the bal- 
lance in the lefc hand, trampling on 
the covetous aſs - eared Midas, with a 
garland of poppies on his head, and in 
his hand Diſcord, with her dreadful 
face and ſnaky hair. 

On her right ſide ſit's Death in mour- 
ning, with the right hand under his 
head with his ſcythe, and empty hour- 

las. | 
4 On her left, Puniſhment, with her fa- 
ce turn'd from Juſtice, She hold's in her 
right arm a bundle of torture inſtru- 
ments, and the execution ax , and in 
her left all ſorts of manacles, her wooden 
leg denotes {lowneſs, but certainty of 
puniſhment. Off a diſtance over Death, 
hover two winged Children, one with 
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flaſhes of lightening in his hand, and 
the other with rods on his ſhoulder, 
over puniſhment ſwarms a monſtrous 
breed of harpies. On each ſide of the 
Hall between the windows ſtand two 
rows channell'd columns one above an 
other ſeven of a row. On each ſide of 
Schepens chamber, and on each fide 
of the entry of the Hall round the 
whole gallery is arow of the Corinthian 
Pillars two nigh one above an other, 
and the uppermoſt of them ſupports the

Them that ſtand in the rounds of the 
galleries on each are half pillars. The 8 
pillaſters which ſupport the arches are of 
choice white marble, adorn'd with fe- 
ſtoons, foliages, and fruit work, amongſt 
them, ſquirrels, munkies, and parrots 
are playing. 

The arches in the galleries are very 
remarkable and done with artificial ima- 
ges, them next to the Burgomaſter's & 
execution chamber are adorn'd with the 
four Elements, repreſented by four la- 
vender-ſtone images, each 9 foot high. 

On one ſide is Fire repreſented by a 
naked youth with a light drapery about 
him, from his bald head riſes a flame, 
takes hold with his left hand of gating,

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and in the o- her he has a burning torch, 
and under his feet flutter's a Salamander 
in the flame 

The Air appears like a naked woman 
with wings, ſhe hold's the clouds with 
both hands above her head, crown'd 
with a multitude of ſtars, which ſhine 
round her, an Eagle, and lower a Ra- 
ven, birds of ſwiftneſs are below and be- 
tween her feet. 

Water on the other ſide, is repreſented 
by a naked river Nymph, her head is 
crown'd with ſhells, horns, ſeaweeds ,and 
pearls, cover'd with an old faſ hion'd ſhip, 
round about her is a heap of reeds and 
other watergreens, through which a 
Dolphin forces his way 

On her right ſide are Ship?s utenſils, as 
hooks, oars, helm, &c. and below her 


feet, crabs, lobſters and other ſea ani- | 


mals 


at her breaſt, her head is cover'd with a 
towrcrown, behind her a camel Jed by 


an ape, above areall ſorts of fruit of the | 


earth, and on the left a Lion, which 


always accompany's her, at her feet a | 


Cheep, and ſome creeping ſaakes. 


The Farth right over againſt her, 1s N 
repreſented by the goddeſs Cy bele, as an | 
agreable mother. She has a ſucking child | 
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At the other ſide near the fchepens 
chamber are the four Elements again of 
the ſame bigneſs, but in a different man- 
ner. 

Fire, 1s repreſented here by a morifh 
Wowan with an outlandiſh headdreſs, in 
herhands a hollow diſh of a ſtrange form 
and in it a burning phenix, 

She has on her right the Sun, below 
her one of the four winds blowing againtt 
her feet to denote that fire cannot ſubſiſt 
without air or wind, Oppoſite to this: 
The Air is repreſented by a fair Vir- 
gin. With her left arm fhe embraces a 
peacock and with her right a Cameſion, 
who, as the ancient ſay live on the Air, 
her hair flies airy about her head but no 
clouds about her as theother has all ſorts 
of birds hovering about her, 

Water in the other corner, is repreſen- 
ted by a naked Virgin, the lowerpart of 
her body is like a Dolphin and cover'd 
with ſcales, in her lefthand a ball out of 
which ſprings water, and on her head a 
garland of down, flags, and watergreens, 
in her lap a waterveſſel, leaning with 
her right arm upon i, out of which ſhe 
pour's water and fifh in abundance. 

Below her are all forts of horns, ſhells 


Ke. and behind her heaps of reeds and 
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waterweeds, on the ſame ſide over againſt 
this, 1s: ; 
Earth repreſented by the goddeſs Flora. 
Her right hand leans on a large globe, 


her head is adorn'd with a garland of all 


ſorts of flowers, behind her is a Vine, 
and her lap is fill'd with all ſorts of fruit 
out of a horn of plenty, ſhe has in her 
left hand a fickle and before her are all 
ſorts of animals crawling. 

Above each of theſe images hang's a 
feſtoon of 20 foot long alluding to them. 
Above the naked youth at the entrance 
of the Hall, is the Fire repreſented by 
all ſorts of fire inſtruments, on an iron 
chain hangs an Anvil with hammers and 
ſteals, from the Anvil riſes a flame, and 
two litle children ſtrike fire out of a flint, 
under the Anvil is lightning and thunder- 
bolts forged by Vulcan, and two cannons 
a croſs, the ſhield of Mars cover'd with 
beams of lightning, two flaming ſwords, 
burning torches, and a long chain with 
ſteels, where under hangs a cenſer. 

- Above the moriſh Woman near Sche- 
pens chamber are the ſame ſort of fire 
inſtruments, two childern are ſtrikin 
upon an anvil and amongſt them, Mars 
breaſt plate and ſhield, out of which arm- 


holes comes forth fire and flame, the 


| ſcut- 
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ſcutcheon , thunder bolts, fire ſtaſhes 
&c. 

In the feſtoon above: o 

Air , near the entry of the Hall is 
repreſented by two children making 
waterbells with an Eagle under them, 
and the four winds; herns with eels in 
their bills, paradiſe birds and other fowls 
of the air round them, 

The Air near ſchepens chamber is re- 


preſented by two Children blowing on 


trumpets leaning on a peacock's tail, with 
the morning ſtar in the middle of them 
the four winds blow out of four corners 
of a cloud, lower are falcons, herns pa- 
radiſe and other birds. 

Above the water image on the ſame 
fide, is the water feſtoon repreſented by 
two ſea children blowing rays of water 
through great cockles, below them, reeds, 
lower in them a ſea child ſitting on a ſea 
monſter with a trident, hanging on his 
hands all ſorts of creeping ſea animals and 
fiſhes. 

On the other ſide near ſchepens cham- 
ber, is this feſtoon above the water, done 
in an other manner, above are two ſea 
children, each of them with a waterveſ- 
ſel in their lap, pouring out water, be- 
low them a ſea monſler, and on each 

1 ſide 
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ſide waterflags, reeds &c. at their left legs 
which reſemble fiſhtails, hang down on 
each ſide by ſtrings, all ſorts of horns and 
ſhells, and lower an other ſea child, hol- 
ding him ſelf faſt in the middle with his 
hands, and round about him all ſorts of 
creeping fiſhes viz: lobſters, crabs &c. 
and at the bottom a tortoiſe. 

Above the goddeſs Cybele, is repre- 
ſented in the feſtoon the Earth , by two 
young ſatyrs, below them on each {ide 
a Lion, he and ſhe one, in the middle 
a ſerpent flunground ſome leafwork. 
Round this hang ſmaller feſt oons cf fruit. 
ears of corn, flowers and what the earth 
produces. | 

The feſtoon above the earth next to 
ſchepens chamber is moſt the ſame. TWO 
children ſitt on all forts of fruit with a 
hare hanging down, all emblems belon- 
ging to the Elements, Enough, as to 
this deſcription. 

Above the firſt Corniſh are in niches 
on both ſides over the arches the ſtone 
models by which the braſs images which 
ſtand on the top of this houſe were caſt, 
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The cover'd arches above the ſecond 
corniſh in this Hall invites the ſpectator's 
eye very much, being curiouſly done but 
few years ago from the draught and by 
the direction of the famous Jan Goerte, 
curiouſly painted by J. Hoogzaat and 6. 
Rademaker, the firſt famous for figu es 
and the other for Architecture and moul- 
dings, wherein they excelled, which is 
ſurrounded with a frame of oakleaves 
moulded, and on each ſide inthe middle 
with a halt arch inwards, and on each 
ſide at top the ſame, In the two firſt on 
each fide ſitt on the plint above the moul- 
ding Amſtel and Amſtel Nymph with 
their uſual badges of fil hes and boats, 

In the middle of them two children 
ſtanding on a ſtone pedeſtal ſupporting 
the imperial arms of the city. Oppolite to 
this on the other ſide, is it in the ſame 
manner, I' God and Nymph, with 
the old city arms in the middle. 

Above on the ends in the corniſh'd 
rounds are the arms of the Gentlemen 
D. Bas and F. de Vroede, Treaſures in 
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the year 1705, at which time this pain- 
ting was reſolv'd upon, each of them in 
a circle, and ſurrounded with branch'd 
work, adorn'd with feſtoons and ſuppor- 
ted by Cupids. On both ſides of the one 
coat of arms in a round frame fitt's Sol 
and Luna, denoting Gold and Silver and 
the other Cybele, the Earth, and Yulcan, 
the Fire, for Gold and Silver is dug out 
of the earch, and is turn'd by fire into 
current coin of which coin the Treaſu- 
rers are the keepers g 

Within the mentioned moulded oak- 
leav'd frame on the tour corners which 
put inwards, ſitt's Wisdom, Juſtice , Vi- 
gilance , and Providence, 

The firſt on the left at coming in the 
Hall, is repreſented by Minerva, with 
her uſual badges, as books, ſpear, ſhield, 


&c. born by two cupids. 
Ophpoſite her is Fuſtice, with the image 


of the lawgiver Juſtinian, ſhe leans 
with one arm where in a ſword on the 
Corpus Juris, whilſt Innocence is repre- 
ſented by a litle boy with a dove who 
ſhelters him ſelf in the ſkirts of her 
robe 
Before her are children with fetters, 
chains, and other torture . 
n 
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On the other end of the Hall at the 
left ſi ſe ſitt's Vigilance, holding in her 
arm as a badge a crane, and a burning 
lamp in her hand, whilſt two boys at play 
with a cock , the ſimbol of Yigilance, 
over her ſitts Prudence with a looking glaſs 
in one and a ſerpent in the other hand, 
befure her are two children, the one 
pull's of the mask of the other's face, 
denoting that Prudence mult not be mis. 
led by falce appearances, 

The two Keys notify, that it requir's 
aſmuch prudence to find out a Sacret as 
to keep it. 

The Helm, for to direct all things 
with ſagacity 

The Corn, foreſight and care for to 
provide againſt want. 

All this work is included in a ſecond 
moulding artificialy painted, and form 
the four corners appear four {cutcheons 
with bundies of arrows, they contain the 
arms of the four Burgomaſters. N. Wit- 
ſen, F de Haze de Georgio, G. Pancras, 
and F. Granflandt, this work being con- 
cluded on by them under their govern» 
ment in the year 1705. This frame ends 
and 1s faſten'd by the upperend to the 
outmoſtone with curious ornaments and 

S Cu- 
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Cupids, which contain the ſcutcheons of 
the Treaſurers 

It is ſupported at each fide by two fine 
Cartridges cover'd with a Curious ſhell, 
with a horn of plenty on each fide, and 
from each of the four ſ1Jes flow large 
flower's feſtoons, born by four wing'd ima- 
ges and ſeveral Cupids All this work is 
painted in dawbing , but the mainpiece 
in the middle in colours, 

The following deſcription of it we ha- 
ve form the ſaid artiſt J. Cocree, who 
help'd to make the firſt plan. 


Explication of the painting in 
the Middle of the Cieling. 


AMSTERDAM, one of the fineſt 
Cities under the ſun, is repreſented here 
beautifull dreſt, fitting on airy clouds, 
gloriouſly exalicd, a little higher then 
middle, ſhewing that ſhe exceeds other 
eminent Cities, ſhe carries in her lap a 
bundle of arrows, ſurrounded with green 
laurel, to ſignify her union and floriſhing 
Government. She leans on a ſhip with 
the new cityarms of three Crosſes, to 
ſhew her great Navigation, for which 
reaſon Neptune as maſter of the ne oe 

fer's 
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| fer's a Navallcrown and Mercury pre- 
| ſent's her the golden ſtaf of Merchandiſe, 
and Cybele, the goddeſs of the Earth, 
by giving of her the keys, Jays open the 
Whole World to her for Trade, and that 
* Amſterdam makes uſe of it by Land and 
by water, ſhews the Prow of a ſhip, for 
the Sea and the Wheel on which ſhe 
' ſett's her foot ſignify the Land, The 
utenſi's of war near her, denote her 
power to defend her Liberty and Autho- 


| .TIty, 


The Guards which ſurround her ſcut- 
cheon, ſhews what danger it would be 
to attack her. The Horn of Amaltea pro- 
vid's her plenty of all things. The Ro- 
man Eagle holds the imperial Crown above 
her head, according to a Conceſſion 
made to her by Prince Maximilian Fame 
is buſy to proclaim all this with her 
' trumpet through the whole World, whilſt 

Amſterdam finds her ſelf rais'd higher by 
time, aſliſted by Art and induſtry : At a 
diſtance of the clouds, the liberal Arts 
and Sciences are repreſented by litle 
children diverting one an other. Hercu- 
les ( the emblem of Virtue and Valour ) 
with his club to the flight, Envy, Ma- 
lice, and other monſters or dangerous 
harpies, and to defend the Maiden of 


Am- 
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Amſterdam from ſuch mallicious and ſcan- 
dalous monſters. 

1he four golden Veſlels on the cor- 
ners of the balliſters with the children 
that are about them, and the things 
that they are fil'd with, are emblems 
of the four parts of the world &c 

NB. To have a right View cf this 
painting the curic us ſpectator muſt place 
him ſelf almoſt in the middle of the 
terreſtial globe near the entry of the 
Hall. 

On each fide under the roof are two 
large ſemicircular paintings which finiſnes 
the Hall. 

In the piece at the fore end 1s repre- 
ſented the Government of the city, plac'd 
on an exalted ſeat with a graceful look, 
holding in the righthand the ſtaf of go- 
vernment, repreſenting the dignity and 
honour of a Burgomaſter's authority. 

At her fide is a helm of aſ hip, denoting 
that the important affairs are under their 
care and direction. 

The Cityconcord at her feet preſent 8 
her an open pomgranate as a token of 
their inward affection. | 

Juſt by her is Policy, painted with two 
faces, for to ſee things both Paſt and 
Future, and for the eaſy difcovery of what 

is 
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is to come ſhe has a Teleſcope in her 
hand, oppoſite her, Reaſon deſcending 
from the clouds, ſhe has in her hand a 
lawbook, Compaſs, and bridle, denoting 
that no ſtate nor Cities can be govern'd 
nor ſubſiſt without laws, which are like 
bridles. 

At a litle diſtance appears an Aſſembly 
of divers ſymbols, ſignifying bleſſings, 
ſuch as Liberty, Courage, Virtue, Re- 
ligion, War, and Peace, which are ma- 
nag'd and protected by her. 

By this one ſec'th the arts and ſciences 
foriſh, 

In reward, Proſperity, Riches, ard 
Plenty lay their fruits beforeher , whilſt 
Subtility and Diſcord make their eſcape. 
This piece is deſign'd by G. Rademaker 
from the plan of an eminent admirer of 
that art, being artificia'y perform'd by 
him and 7 Hoogzaat. 

At the other end of the Hall, right 


over againſt this piece is painted the laſt 


Judgement, ingeniouſly done by Backer , 
the Images are full as large again as to 
life | 

Theſe are the ornaments of the Cie- 
ling, and tho the Floor 1s but to walk 
upon, yet it is alſo adorn'd with curious 
pieces of art, too nice to be trodden 
upon 
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upon. On it are three large Cireles 22 
foot diameter being 661n circumference, 

Tone middlemolt contains aplaniſpaere 
of the Heavens, and the other, each a 
hemiſphire of the Earth, that to 'the ealt 
ſhows the three parts of the utmoſt ex- 
tent of the old World, as Eurcpa, Afia 
and Africa with their Iſles, promonto- 
Ties, Seas, Rivers, and part of new Hol- 
land, 

In the other to the weſt, the bounds 
of all the Iſles, Cap's and Rivers of the 
new World or America. 

Theſe diviſions are made by inlaid 
ſmal collor'd ſtones, or with collor'd 
plaſter jointed into the ſtones, the large 
and ſmall circles of the globe are ſet off 
by braſs plates into the marble ſo exact as 
if it were upon a common Globe. 

The Celeſtial Globe ſhews the princi- 
pal fixt Stars, the great Bear, the Dra- 
gon, the Wain, North crown, Hercules, 
Pegaſus and others, the Zodiak with all 1 its 
ſigns belonging to the globe. 

All the ſtars and many of their names 
are in braſs, the other ſiprs are in mar- 


ble with a ſingle circumference neatly 


done.

Two naked children hold the Roman 
bundles and ax, before them ſtands on 
each ſide an Eagle, the one with a ſheaf 
of arrows in his claws and the other with 
the rod of Mercury, the reſt is fill'd with 
garlands and fruit, a little above this 
round, Mercury is playing on his flute 
the hundred ey'd Argus to ſleep, to get 
away the Cow which was left in his care, 

Next to Argus watches a Dog to pre- 
vent the deſign'd theft. 

ThisOrnament has divers ſignifications, 
of which more then one are applicable to 
the Burgomaſters poſt, 

A Cow being a fruitful creature, is 
compar'd in general to Man, who by his 
induſtry and knowledge ſurpaſſes all Crea- 
tur's. 

Man being ſuch, is inſtructed by God 
to the care of Argus, that is Reaſon, 
which conſider's all things with hundred 
ey's. 

Reaſon, by liſtening to Mercury , that 
is ſelf love and pleaſure betray'd into a 
{ſinful ſleep, and ends in death. 

Thus Man depriv'd of reaſon falls into 
an irregular life, looſes his ey's, which 
before beheld Virtue and Juſtice, but 

D now 
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now are thrown into a Peacoks tail of 
the goddes Juno, which denotes an un- 
bridl'd deſire of wealth, inſolent Pride, 
vain Glory, inclination to outward Pomp, 
all of great prejudice to the mind. 

Entring the room, on the right is a 
table for the reigning Burgumaſter with 
a ſcrue on it, to affix the City's ſeal. 

On the left a draught of the old and 
new Cityhouſe, the firſt finely done by 
Zaanredam, and the new by van der Ulſt 
to the life, in this chamber are four Co- 
rinthian marble pillars with fine head 
| pieces of the ſame TheCorniſ hes and other 
1 ornaments of the chimney are ſuppor- 
'F ted by four marble pillars, two round 
17 and two flat The freeſe of the Manteltree 
4 | is adorn'd with ſmall figur's, repreſen. 
| ting the triumph of Fabius Maximus, 
1 Roman Conſul. 

1 This maſterpiece is worth to be taken 
| notice of, notwithſtanding the figures

1 The Jaumbs of the fourſquare openings 
| which looksdown into the Judgement Hall 
. are of marble and adorn'd with branches i 
#: and figur's alluding to the Power and | 
1 Authority of the Burgomaſters, on the 
1 one 
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one is a garland of flowers intwin'd with 
olive branches, under which an old 
faſhion'd ſhip's rudder,andlower two croſs 
keys with a ſtreamer, and upon it is the 
word Prudenter, hanging by all ſorts of 
fruit and branches, on the other is the 
Glaſs of foreſight, and lower the Roman 
ax, and the Executioner's ſword with the 
ballance of Juſtice, and under that the 
word Fortiter adorn'd with leaves and 
branches. On the Chimney is a fine picture 
done by fan Lievensz: repreſenting 
the Conſul Sueſſa, who order'd his 
father Fabius Maximus, which was ſent 
to him as Embaſſador from the Roman 
Senate, to alight from his horſe, fince 
their Law forbids any man to approach a 
Conſul on horſe back. 

The father obey'd this command, and 
ſhew'd his Son that reverence which was 
due to a Conſul, 

The Prins of poetry F. van den Yon- 
del expreſſes the Emblems of this picture 
in the following words,

Behind the preſident Burgomaſter is a 
tafferil or table of touchſtone, with a Poem 
made by the ingenious Mr. C. Huigens 
on the building of this houſe, ingrav'd on 
It in letters and floriſh's of gold, done by 
a German, Elias Noski, worth on's ob- 
ſervation. 

The Cieling is adorn'd with emblems 
and branches with intervals of the Burgo- 
maſters Arms De Graaf, Huidekooper , 
Spiegel and Poll, who govern'd at the firſt 
fitting in chis houſe finely carv'd and 
guild d.

On the eſt of the gallery are three 
large openings to ſee into the Judgement 
Hall, paſſing through the next door, it 
leads one into: 


The Execution Chamber, 


Above the door of this chamber going 
in from the gallery, is around like that 
which is above the Burgomaſter's. 

On each ſide are naked children with 
bundles and the Roman Ax, and below 
them an Eagle on each ſide, the one hol- 
ding in his claw the glaſs of Prudence and 
in the other lightning for Puniſhment 

D 4 Abo- 
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Above it is a ſquare pannel with the 
ſtory of Amphion, who with his pleaſant 
muſik on the harp encouag'd the work - 
men in building the City TI hebes , divers 
inſtruments belonging to the Architecture 
ly at his feet. 

This is alſo a Poetick fabel. They ſay 
that this Amphion is a Son of Jupiter and 
married to the daughter of Tantalus, dwel- 
ling in the city of Beotian without wals 
or towers; This man made ſuch a fine 
harmony on the Lyre, that, when he 
would defend his city from the Enemy he 
play'd on that, and made the ſtones move 
them ſelf into wals and towers. 

1 his fabe] means nothing elſe but the 
eloquent diſcourſes of a Man of ſenſe, 
who knows how to pacify the common 
People and Mobb with his ſoft engaging 
way of ſpeaking 1 he ancients generally 
call'd this ſort of people who excell'd in 
wit and great employ, the ſons of Jupi- 
ter | 
This Amphion wasa Man, who by his 
wit, eloquent ſpeeches , and eaſy govern= 
ment gather'd the unruly people that liv'd 
of great diſtances from one an other in 
one body by good laws and manners, and 
made them dwell together, he taught 
them to build houſes and walls about the 

cl 
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cities and us'd them to live eaſyand quiet, 

This chamber is 30 foot deep and 20 
broad like the Burgomaſter's, on the north 
and ſouth are four white marble Corin- 
thian pillars, in the middle of the floor is 
the city arms and at each ſide two Sables 
inlaid with white marble, the chimney- 
piece i>alſo of marble and the Cieling is 
adorn'd with ſome paintings, 

The ſtone ſtaircaſe in the middle of 
the room leads to the Cupolo and to the 
chamber wherein the private papers, and 
other writings are kept, generally call'd 
the Charter chamber, 


The Council chamber. 


{ Follows next which has a paſſage out 
of the afore mention'd chamber, and an 
other along the gallery. 

This room is forty five foot wide and 
thirty deep The round above the out- 
ward door is done after the ſame manner 
with two children two Lions, andadorn'd 
with al ſorts of fruit. 

In this room are chairs which kuſhions 
are imbroder'd with the arms of Amſter- 
dam for ſix and thirty Counſellors, and 
higher Seats for the four preſent Burgo- 


maſters and an other for the Secretary. 
D 5 This 
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This beautiful chamber is much men« 
ded & augmented with fine and ar'ificial 
pictur's by order of the right honorable 
Burgomaſters of this city by the famous 
Painter Jacob de Wit a burn Amſterdam- 
mer, who in the year 1736. 1737. and 
part 738 (in which this whole work was 
finiſh'd } has uſed all his endeavour and 
genius to adde to this great City as wel as 
to his excellent art and everlaſting fame. 

His capital piece cuvers the whole fpace 
of the weſtſide over againſt the light, 
being a very large piece, forty five foot 
long nineteen and a half high. 

1 he ſamerepreſents the ele tion of the 
ſeventy elders of Iſrael, who Moſes by 
the Lords command had choſen to help 
him to bear the burden in ruling all the 
people, and gathered them before the 
tabernacle of congregation in fight 
of them. Numeri chapt: II. vs. 16 & 
24 alluding to this chamber, where in 
likewiſe the eldeſt of the people meet 
to premote the common wealth, and to 
aſſiſt them with their good council and 
pi us deſian, the number of this eminent 
aſſembly enn in thirty {ix counſellors, N 
who are ch: ſen by the moſt eminent ei- 
tizens of this town On this great maſter- 


piece are eight en verſes awe 
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of the tranſlation is in Engliſh as fol- 
lows. 


Moſes here by the Lords command, three

On each ſide of the chimney above the 
four doors are four round pieces call'd 
Basrelievo ingray ſupported by Children 
likewiſe in browniſh gray artificially done 
by the ſame de Wit, four ſcripture hiſto- 
ries foran explication of the words con- 
tained in the book of law of the 36 coun, 
ſellors viz : that they muſt be able Men: 
1. Such as fear God. 2. Men of truth, 
3. of Underſtanding 4. Hating covetousnes. 
Exodus, XVIII. vs. 21. 
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The firſt piece on the north ſide of this 
room weſtwards the chimney denotes 
Abraham's fearing God in offering his Son 
Iſaac, of which the holy ſcripture maketh 
mention. The ſecond northeaſt te chim- 
ney , Men of truth, is repreſented by 
Jeremiah in ſeeing the rod of an almond- 
tree and a ſeething pot, when the Lord 
ſaid unto him ſpeek to the people all what 
I ſhall command thee, Which words are 
taken by us for truth, Jerem: Chapt. I. 
Ihe third ſonth eaft - ward the chimney , 
the Underſtanding Men denotes Joſeph,

the weſtſide of the chimney is the Enemy 
of covetousnels repreſented by E/iſha who 
would not accept of the gifts which Nai- c 
man the Syrier profered for curing of g 
him. Four embiems which attribute a 
great luſter to this weighty poſt, The 
chimneys are artificialy adorn'd and their 
friſes are carved with imagery and folia- 
ges, theone ſhews how good council pro- 
ceeds from wiſdom , repreſented here by 
a Sphinx with a book before her. 

The three heads ſhe looks upon ſigni-

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fy, that of a Lion, the preſent: that of 
à2 Wolf the time paſt: and that of a Dog 
the time to come, alluding to accidents 
aſt, preſent, and to come. A Dearis 
eld faſt with a chain by a chiid and a

The ſecond repreſents the Civil con- 
cord by a ſtrong Tower, a bundle arrows, 
the hatt of Liberty, the horn of plenty 
and an oak garland, which latter is the 
reward for a faithful Citizen. In the 
third is repreſented Marchandizing, by a 
ſcale and Weights, Casks, packs and the 
wand of Mercury, In the fourth you 
find the repreſentation of the Navigation 
by a ſtem of a ſhip, Anchors, Cables, 
compas, pendant, croſs ſtaff and Sphere, 
oar, hock &c Four tables which contain 
the principal treatiſe of the affairs of this 
chamber. Above the greateſt piece are 
in four ſpaces in plaiſterwork conterfeited 
by Quelyn in the firſt the Religion, bya 
Bible and Lamp, a watchful crane, and 
a waking Cock treading on a Serpent 

In the ſecond, the Prudence and Hope, 
by a looking- glaſs, Serpent, Anchor, 
Cables and a Dolphin. N 

In the third, the Government, by: 
crown'd Lion, bundle arrows, 2

ſeal'd letter containing the Law. 
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In the fourth 1s repreſented Fidelity, 
by a hand burning in the fire on the Altar, 
alluding to the Conſtancy of Q. Mutius 
Scævola, and an oaken garland towards the 
ſame Altar, ſignifying the reward of a 
faithfull citizen. 

The cieling is finely adorned with pain- 
ted foliages and emblematic al figures, and 
two ſpaces towards the light with the coat 
of arms of the thirty ſix Counſellors, ſo 
as they all were in being anno 1736. be- 
tween theſe two ſpaces 1s one adorn'd with 
the Hollandiſh Maiden, meaning the Li- 
berty, by the hat and ſpear wherewith 
ſhe defends the ſame and leaning with her 
rizhtarmon a Bible, for a protection of 
the Religion, with this ſymbol: Hac Ni- 
timur hanc Tuemur. Above her head is 
the old arms of this City, being an old 
faſhion'd Ship likewiſe painted and orde- 
red by J. de Wit, Next to this room is: 


The Orphans Chamber. 


Above this door is alſo a round with 
two croſs horns of plenty, pouring out 
all ſorts of fruit on which fit two Lions 
and two Cupids, alluding to the ſtatue of 


Cybele goddeſs of the Earth of which 
1 hall 
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ſhall be given a deſcription afterwards, as 
alſo of the other figur's in this gallery. 

This Chamber has a large porch , which 
roof is painted with a blew ſky with all 
ſorts of flying birds, 

The Chamber is 22 foot broad and thir- 
ty deep, beſides the litle room that is in 
it, the walls are cover'd with Cupboards 
filfd with drawers in which are kept the 
papers of the Orphans under the Directors 
care, the doors areall numbred with gol- 
den letters. 

The chimney piece is adorn'd with a 
picture of Ceremonies of the Roman 
Adoption, | 

Going up the Stairs next to this on the 
right, is the: 


Chamber of Mariage aftairs and

This is alſo call'd by the common peo- 
ple the quarrelling Chamber, by reaſon, 
here is Juſtice done on ſcolding abuſing, 
and Slandering.

TheſeChambersare but half a ſtory high,

Going up this ſtair you 
come to thethird Story which goes above 
the great gallery all round the whole buil- 
ding. Here is:

In the porch which leads to the painter's 
room, is a door going through the ſmall:

With ſome artificial arms, colours, and 
armours: The painter's room is as large 
as the Council chamber, which is under- 
neath with many fine pictur's of ſeveral 
Maſters of this age, amongſt them 1s a 
glorious piece of L: Bakhuis, wherein he 
has painted himſelf twice, one, to the life 
and the other in freſco, and ſeveral 
other good maſters which alſo deſerve 

KS -- praiſe 
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praiſe. Every artiſt may shew his work 
here for ſale, and for them that are ſold 
or took away again, others muſt be left 
inſtead of them, and no leſs then three 
ieces at a time. | 

Four Directors are choſen yearly for 
this management. L: Bakhuyſen and Mu- 
{cher were the firſt that obtain'd from the 
Burgomaſters the liberty of promoting 
this artificial work. In this room is a fine 
cabinet full with matchleſs prints collected 
by Mr. Michiel Hinlope, from his youth 
to the age of 91 years, and were left by 
his laſt will in remembrance of him to 
the exerciſe of the painters youth.

On the right above the door is repre- 
ſented in an artificial marble piece Arion 
riding upon a Dolphin and playing upon 
his harp, of a diſtance is ſeen the ſhip 
out of which the Sailors had thrown him, 
thinking to get ſafe home with their 
Booty. This is an emblem very Sutable 
to this Chamber, where alle diſput's are 
decided between Inſurers, Merchants, 
maſters of ſhips about inſurance of ſhips 
or goods, for this trade is as uncertain 
as one that is thrown into the Sea can 
be brought to ſhore by uncertain meaus. 


The Chamber of Bankrupts. 


Comes next with a curious frontoon a- 
bove the door of the ſtory of Icarus the 
Son of Daædalus very ſutable to this 
place. | 

Dedaluseſcaping ſor certain miſdemea- 
nour out of Atheen and kept Prifoner 
by Minos, king of Crete, he being 
E 3 cun- 
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cunning, invented for him and his Son 
a pair of wings made of large feathers 
join'd with wax, wherewith they eſcap'd 
out of the priſon. The father flew low, 
but the Son being ambitious came ſo near 
the ſun that his wings melted and was 
drown'd 1n the Sea, 

Certainly an emblem for extravagant 
people that liv's to high, who are oblig'd 
at laſt to take their refuge to this Cham-

Out of one of the horns 
com's a hand of ſcourge of cords and all 
ſorts of inſtruments of puniſhment, out of 
the other com's variety of fruit, a hand 
with abranch of palm and laurel wreath. 

Ihe friſe above the entry near the Bur- 
gomaſters Chamber is done in the ſame 
manner. 

TT he four ſeaſons of the year are ſigni- 
fy'd by ſeveral ſorts of fruit, each in its 
kind, with an hourglaſs in the middle, 
— the bloom and decay of human- 

ife. 

The white marble Jaumbs of the Sche- 
pens chamber are adorn'd on the right 
with Hercules 's Club and Lion's skin, and 
on the left a bridle, emblems alluding to 

this Chamber.

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Above the other door is Silence, repre- 
ſented by a ſitting woman with her finger 
on her mouth, leaning on a dolphin, of 
a diſtance a goos with a flintſtone in her 
beak, flying over a mountain, 'I heſe 
fowls commonly make a great noiſe in 
flying, and thus betray them ſelves, and 
to prevent certain death when they fly 
over mount Taurus where many Eagles 
are, they take a flintſtone in their bill to 
force them ſelves to Silence. 

The fiſh (of any ſort) is a token of ſi- 
lence, however to divulge a Secret ge- 
neraly belongs to a woman, 

Theſe emblems allude to the Secretar 
poſt, they muſt be honeſt and true to 
their truſt. In this chamber are ſeveral 
drawers with old Citywritings, Regiſter & 
Notaryboołs. 

The Cieling is adorn'd with ſquares, on 
the Chimney hangs the picture of Mary 
de Medicis to the life, and that of the Em-

Thole for preſent uſe, ſuch as pik's, 
guns, ſwords, pouches , belts and other 
accutrements are kept in preſſes, every 
thing is in good order and ready for im. 
mediate uſe, it ĩs a pleaſure to ſee it, an 
overſcer and ſeveral ſervants are continua- 
ly employ'd to keep them in order, here 
is more than what the Burgers have occa- 
ſion for, it is affirm'd that there is more 
then for Eighthy thouſand men, and che 
fire arms are all markt with the word Am: 
ſterdam , in token that they are made ot 
tried here. 

Uphigher is the Garret with a ſtone 
Noor. 

The Cupolo is a great ornament to this 
building and has a fine prospett over the 
whole city, T'Y and Harlemmer rvuer, 
the Amſtel ſtream and gardens, it is fill 
with 
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with a fine chime of bells, the largeſt 
weigh's between fix and ſeven thouſand 
pound, 

The hourwork 1s very fine, and excell's 
many others here in town, 

The braſs barrel is ſeven and a half foot 
diameter, and weigh's 4174 pound, he 
has 7200 holes with braſs ſtuds {ticking out 
a litleway out of the barrel to ſtrike the 
keys by which the clappers of the bells 
are mov'd, and can the Maſter play what 
tune he will, 

Coming down into the great gallery 
at theright hand, is 


The Treaſury Ordinary. 


A ſpacious room with a lobby like that 
of the Orphan's chamber and of the ſame 
bigneſs : VIZ. 

23 Foot broad and thirty four deep , 
and the lobby is 10 foot broad and 21 
deep | 

This Chamber is adorn'd with ſeveral 
ornaments, with a picture of Mary de 
Medicis to the life, a Card of Amſterdam, 
ſo as it was when firſt wall'd in the year 
1482. done by one Cerrelis Anthoniſſin 
anno 1536 who was at that time Archer 
of the attillery yard, and in the year 
1947 
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1547 member of the City council. 

On the bookcaſes are ſome of the 
Earls and Counteſ's of Holland, artificialy 
done in braſs and wood of great age, 
and which were in the old cityh»uſe on 
the Corniſh of the Judgement Hall, and 
ſav'd out of the fire, ſuch as Villiam the 
Sixth, Philips the Good, Lady Facoba, 
and divers others. 

Here is alſo an Atlas with the world 
on his neck, being an artificial piece, 
likewiſe a guilded Statue of Fuſtice, the 
latter is made uſe of for an crnament 
upon the whipping polt at the execution 
days. 

The chimney is adorn'd with a fine 
hiſtory piece of Joſeph and his eleven bro- 
thers to Fuſtify them ſelves before him 
about the Cup which was privately put 
in one of their bags, with ſome verſes 
ſutable to it 


Whole Egypt brings their goods and treaſure 
To the Regent with much pleaſure, 
And liv'd upon it ſeven years,

This room is hung with crimſcn mock- 
velvet, and the lowerpart is wainſcot'd 
and marbled.

white marble Capitals. The friſes are 


carv'd with branch'd work, repreſenting 
the new Arms of Amſterdam, guarded 
on one ſide by Juſtice, Prudence, and Fi- 
dejjty, in the likeneſs of children and ac- 
company'd by the four Elements alſo like 
children, whilſt Hercules drives away En- 
vy, harpies, and other Monſters. 
On the other ſide is the old city arms 
with all ſorts of Sea children blowing 
their cockles, divers water beaſts, carbs, 
lobſters, watergreens, and reads artfully 
mix'd together, 
Above the Chimney piece to the north 
is a fine picture with the ſtory of Fabri- 
tius's conſtancy in his embaſſy from the 
Roman Senate to king Pyrrbus, who 
try'd his utmoſt to Corrupt him by proſ- 
fering of him gold and afterwards try'd 
to frighten him with the terrible Neig- 
hing ofalarge Elephant, tho neither one 
nor the other could tempt him, the great 
Poet . van den Jondel made a Verſe 
under it to the following meaning.

Ornament to this 
gallery, and ſo artificial made that the 
moſt of the anticks ſtrive to imitate them, 

Seven of them arethe ſeven planets 
Saturn, Venus, Mars, Apollo, Fupiter , 
Mercury, and Diana, in this order I {hall 
deſcribe them, the eighth is the goddeſs 
Cybele , with her Iwill begin and go round 
again as we did in viewing the chambers, 

It is known that the ancient Heathens, 
eſpecialy the Egvptians cover'd their moſt 
wiſdom with feign'd imaginations, and 
ſeemeth this alluſion ſo pleaſing ſtill, that 
the artiſts are us'd to expres them ſelves 
daily in circumſtantial aftairs by emblems, 
and ſo have theſe ſtatues their fignifica- 

tions, which can be apply'd on ſeveral oc- 
caſions, we ſhall give here a ſhort de- 

ſcription of them. 


The goddeſs Cybele ſtand's between the 
| Coun- 
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Council-and Orphan's chamber on a white 
marble pedeſtal of ſix foot high, ſhe is 
(like the reſt) fix foot ſeven inches high 
with ornaments round her, gravely ar- 
ray'd, and with a mural crown upon her 
head , in her left hand a key and trumpet, 
and in her righ” wherein ſhe us'd to hold 
a ſcepter, ſh- bears up her robe, on each 
ſide of her is a Lion, creatur's that comes 
monly attend her and draw her charret. 

The poets ſtile her the Mother of the 
goddeſ's and the Harth, and give her ſe- 
veral other names beſides Cyhele 

That ſhe is Miſtris of the Earth Chews 
her mural crown and ſcepter, andthe kay, 
that ſhe openeth and ſhutteth the Earth 
in its ſeaſon, giving warning of the time 
with her trumpet. 

The Lions which are the kings of all 
the beaſts of the woods, ſignify the 
ſtrength and power of the Earth, which 
is ſo powerfull as to give food and other 
neceſſaries, and therefore eſteem'd as 
king above air and water, 

The pedeſtal is adorn'd with all forts of 
fruit and husbandſmen's utenſils, and with 
two horns cf plenty ſending forth all ſorts 
of fruit twiſted together, under and 
above faſten'd with a follage of ſpades, 

> Takes 
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rakes and other inſtruments, lower hang: 
cornſheav's, bunches of grap's and other 
fruit. 

The rural pipe and drums, ſignify the 
mirth of the laborers after harveſt, the 
feſtoons about her are made of all ſorts of 
fruit, and the fronts above the Councils 
and Orphans Chamber allude to the ſame. 

On each ſide is a Lion with a horn of 
plenty behind, and a child at her ide, 
ſurrounded with fruit and garlands, 


Near this between the two ſtand's Sa- 
turnus, like an old bald man, he is nak'd, 
onely. a loos robe about him, having in 
his left hand a ſickle, and in his right arm 
a child whoſe belly he isrippring up with 
his teeth, below is a Cornſheaf, a plow, 
an hourglas, and the head of Janus, 

The poets ſay that Saturn has been the 
Son of Celum or Uranus King of Crete, 
and of Vella, {ignifying Heaven the one 
and Earth the other, his brother was 
call'd Titan, of whom he gotthe Govern- 
ment on certain term. VIZ: 

That he ſhould kill all his Malechildren. 

His Siſter and wife Ops, being deli- 
ver'd of a Son, he kill'd the child like a 
barbarous father. This fable ſignifies that

Saturn (by which nothing elſe can be 
underſtood then the Time) was brought 
forth by Heaven. 

W hich is grown ſo old by the change 
of the golden age in an iron one, like 
his countenance and Stature ſhews.

and ſnak's writhing among them, all em- 
blems of the product of the earth in time. 


The next Statue tothis is Venus, repre- 
ſented by a plump young Virgin, quie 
nak'd, ſhe bears up with her righchand a 
drapery „and two children, Cupid and An- 
tros cover ſomepart cf her ſhame with 
their hands, her head is wreath'd with a 
garland of flowers, in her left hand ſhe 
has an apple, and at her ſide a Swan, at 
her feeta Dove, & behind her adolphin. 

This emblem has divers interpretations 
By che poets, but generally nam'd the 
goddeſs of Pleaſure, all her dreſs are em- 
blems ſutable to it. 'The poets ſay that 
ſhe is born out of the ſeaſcum, to ſhew 
her inconſtancy in love, her charret is 
drawn by Swans, doves and luſtfull ſpar- 
rows, a ſign of paſſion in Love, and the 
apple in her hand ſignifies the Hrife and 
Divifion amonegſt the Lovers, whilſt the 
two children are ſhewing their mutual love 
to one an other, the ornaments are all 
ſutable to her actions, the feſtoons are 
made up of al] things that uſ'd in dreſſing. 
as 5 lookivgglaſs, bruſh, comb, * of 

air, 
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hair, bow, quiver &c. adorn'd with gar- 
lants of Myrrh and roſes. On each fide 
of the entry to che Stair under the arches 
are alluſive feſtoons with ſhells of mother 
of pearl, cockles billing pi-igeons, ſprigs 
of roſes &c, prettily intwin'd to gether, 


Mars, the god of War ſtand's next to 
her turning his face to wards her. 

This artificial Statue is in full armour, 
the buckler on his arm, the ſword by his 
ſide, and the battle ax in his hand, his 
body is cover'd with a Scal'd coat of mail. 

The creſt of his helmet is a dragon 
that grinds his teeth whilſt a ravenous 
wo'f and a devouring raven attend him. 

This ſtatue has alſo divers ſignifica- 
tions. The ancients ſay that he is the 
Son of funa who has brought him in 
to the world without her husband's aid 
or knowledge, his uſual way was Ter- 
rur, Anger and Violence, and Bellona 
drove his Charret. 

Juno is ſaid to be the goddeſs of Ri- 
ches, from whence War proceeds, whilſt 
riches generally is accompagny'd with Pri- 
de and Malice. Mars is taken to be the 
firſt Inventer of War, and all what is 
belonging to it. On the pedeſtal _

him are all ſorts of ancient warlike ac- 
coutrements, as helmets, cuiraſſes, buc- 
klers, ſwords, trumpets, bows, quivers 
&c. very fine carv'din marble. 

The frontoons of the chamber of ac- 
counts and Schepens - Extraordinary al- 
jude to the ſame, they contain whiping 
children, devouring Wolves, death's 
heads, {hanks, and all other fatal marks 
of war, 


Paſſing the door of Schepens Cham- 
ber, ſtand's Apollo, in the figure of a 
pleaſant youth, he is moſt nak'd onely 
a lightdrapery round his back with a {lip 
down his lowerpart, his head is adorn'd 
with a wreath of Jaure! , with his right 
arm over his right ſhoulder to get an ar- 
row out of his quiver, which hang on 
the left ſhoulder holding the bow in the 
left hand. The monſtrous Dragon, Py- 
thon, ly's before him kill'd and a Lyre 
by his ſide. 

1 he poets ſay that Apollo was a Son 
of Latona, with child by Jupiter, and 
brother of Diana, he was by the ancients 
the god ef the poets » Phyſicians and 
n which was known by 

is temple at Delfos and by more other 
things 
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things he had divers other nam's, as 
Sol, Phebus, Apollo, which have their 
ſignifications. | 

His proper being is the Sun, to which 
all fables of the ancients can be made ap- 
plicable, for which reaſon he was the 
day, and his ſiſter Diana the moon the 
goddeſs of the night 
He puts life into every thing by his 
power, brings forth ail forts of herbs 
and phyſick ſtuff, rejoyc's man and beaſts 
with his pleaſant beams, and is taken for 
the Sun, the heart of heaven, the Soul of 
the world and Jupiters eye. 

The exerciſe of ſtring'd inſtruments, 
of which he is ſaid to be the maſter, 
fignify's, Eloquent ſpeeches, fine comfor- 
table words, which tak's away in cum- 
brances, and ſorrow of heart as wel as 
muſick and Songs. | 

The killing of the Dragon Python ſi- 
gnify's that his heat dry's and prevent's 
the rotteneſs ( which the Grecian expreſs 
by the word Python) proceeding from 
toomuch moiſt humours. 

His Lyre and other muſical inſtruments , 
ſignify's the harmony of Heaven. His 
charret being drawn by four firy horſes, 
means the four ſeaſons of the year, and þ 
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was the ſame garniſh'd with ſeven fables, 
which have alſo their ſignifications to 
Time, Earth, human kind &c, 

His white marble pedeſtal is cover'd 
with all ſorts of inſtruments, as harp, 
lyre, bagpip's, flut's, hautboys and 
other ſorts, as alſo a Celeſtial globe with 
ſigns, a ſcroll of paper of ſimples paint'd 
on it wreath's of lawrel, and other 
things alluſive to the ſtatue 

Ihe feſtoons round it are with leav's, 
flowr's and fruit finely carv'd, alſo allu- 
ſive to the fore goings. 


The next is Jupiter, ſignify'd by a 
ſtrong and venerable man, full of hair 
and bearded, he is clad with a ſhining 
robe enamel'd with ſtars, he has in both 
hands flaſhes of lightning, on one ſide 
of him ſtand's an Eagie with a thunder 
bolt in his claw, and on the other ſide a 
Ram F 

The poets ſay he is the Son of Sa- 
turn (the Time) who has begot him by 
Ops, ſhe alſo call'd Rhea. The latiniſt's 
call him Jupiter, as much to ſay, aſſiſting 
fa her, the Grecim call'd him Zeus, 
which is, cauſe of life. 

He got the name of Jupiter, becauſe 
he 
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he procreates many uſefull things for 
human kind, for when he was King, he 
made the rude people live ſociable to ge- 
ther, broke them of many diſcorders, 
and taught them many uſefull Sciences, 
His waggen was drawn by two Eagles, 
and garniſ'd with five ſtories of his own, 
all emblems which have their propper 
fignification and enough to be found by 
other writers, 


Next to this com's the ſtatue of Mer- 
cury, like a weliſhap'd youth, tollera- 
ble ripe of years, moſt nak'd with a 
light robe round his back, which he lifts 
up with his right hand where in he has 
a ſerpent's rod leaning on his hip, he 
reſt's againft a ſtem of a tree, holding 
in the right hand the money purſe, his 
hatt and Shoes are wing'd and next him 
ſtand's a Crowing Cock. 

The ancient poets ſay that he is a ſon 
of Fupiter born of the fairy Mary, the 
daughter of Atlas 

He was a meſlenger of the gods, 
eſpecialy of Jupiter. 

He was reckon'd to be the dextrouſt 
thief and all his thefts are alluſive to di- 
vers tim's and affairs, 


The 
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The rod of Caduceus which he has got 
of Apollo for want of the lyre, had the 
ſtrength to make peace between two 
contentious, if he laid it between them, 
which he tri'd on two figting ſerpents, 
who immediately were quieted and twiſted 
round the ſtaf, laſtly he was taken for 
the firſt Aſtrologer, he taught the peo- 
ple to live prious, and excercis'd the E- 
gyptians, in the orthography, for which 
reaſon he was call'd the meſſenger of the 
gods. 
The name of the God of Meachants 
and Thiefs he got by his Eloquence, 
which by miſuſage cauſes divers cheats 
to deceive a fellow Creature and to de- 
tract from him. 

This Eloquence is alſo compar'd by his 
rod, which is able to appeaſe variences 
through force of ſubſtantial reaſon. His 
wings allude to the ſame. VIZ: that an 
Orator muſt be quick witted and fluent of 
tongue to obtain his aim through force 
of ingenious diſcourſes, the adjoyn'd A- 
nimals have alſo their ſignifications, and 
to give a deſcripiion of them all, would 
take up too much room. The ornaments 
round him are of handſum feſtoons with 
all .foris of emblems relative to this Sta- 
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tue, as the wing'd Hat, the Serpent's 
Rod, the money Purſe, Penns, Inkhorns 
&c. handſomly fix d in branch'd work of 
bind weed. 


Between the Doors of the Burgoma- 
ſters Apartment and the Treaſury ſtands 
the Statue of Diana extra well done {he 
is airy dreſs'd, holding a Bow with her 
left Hand on her Shoulder, and in her 
right a burning Torch, her Head is crown'd 
with a half-Moon, near her ſtands a Stag 
and at her ſide on the ground two Sea- 
monſters with Crabs and Lobſters crawlin 
about them. 

Diana was the Siſter of Apollo, Daugh- 
ter of Latona, they ſay as ſhe was the 
firſt born, aſſiſted her Mother in labour 
of her Brother, and taking ſo much 
notice of her Mother's pains, pray'd 
Jupiter for the Preſervation of her Vir- 
ginity which he granted her. 

She had formerly alſo the Name of Ju- 
no, Hecate, Dyctine, and Juno Lucina, 
ſhe is commonly taken for the Goddeſs 
of Bearing, for ſhe us'd to aſſiſt them, 
ſhe was alſo a Goddeſs of Hunting, allu- 
ding to the ſwiftnes of tlie Moon, as 
having the Preference in this to the 
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Stars, her Pedeſtal excell's all the others 
in art, and of three Years labour. 

It is a compleat hunting Equipage, 
very fine done, as divers ſorts of Nets, 
Buglehorns, Quivers, Boarſpears, Hun- 
ter s- Knives, Pouches, and ſuch like more, 
ſo artificial done as if it was natural, 
ſurrounded with wooden Rails to ſave it 
from getting damage. The Feſtoons juſt. 
by are alſo very handſom with ſhell 
and corals twiſted, and the rounds above 
the Chambers near it, are ornamen- 


ted with Cupids, Fiſhes, & Horns of 
plenty with all forts of fruit.

He is ſupported on a Shieid by feve- 
ral ſtrong Men and proclaim'd as Gene- 
ral in the Army, painted by Lieven/s.
